The co ntinu ed display o f streng th in the co m­ 
mo dity price stru ctu re, which is no ticeable in 
Great Britain, as well as in the United States, 
bo th o f which are the principal pro du cers o f raw 
materials, is su staining a fu rther spread o f co n­ 
fidence to ward the fu tu re. The rise in these 
m arkets carries g reat sig nificance, fo r it do es 
mo re than increase pu rchasing po wer o f the 
peo ples o f these two natio ns. Co mmo dity prices 
are u ndo u btedly the key to the m atter o f Eng ­ 
land retu rning to the g o ld standard and if we 
remember the dark day s at the time that Eng ­ 
land went o ff the g o ld standard we can better 
pictu re the fav o rable effect that a retu rn to this 
basis wo u ld ev o lv e.
